1. Claims 1, 2, 9-14, 16, 17 and 22-25 are pending as amended on 22 October 
2008, claims 3-8, 15, 18-21 and 26-28 being cancelled. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, US Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claim 2 carries the status identifier 'Currently amended', yet there has been no 
amendment made from claim 2 in the claims filed 29 February 2008. As a courtesy to 
applicant and in the interest of compact prosecution, claim 2 was construed to carry the 
status identifier 'Previously presented'.

4. Applicant's cancellation of claims 5-7, 18-21 and 26-28 have rendered the 
following moot: 

The rejection of claims 5, 7, 18-21 and 26-28 under 35 USC 102(b) as being

The rejection of claim 6 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Midler in view of US Patent 3,685,261 (Mcllvaine) has been withdrawn.
